Compensation to Senior Surgeon Commanders, 

The Medical Secretary has just received a very gratifying 
letter of thanks from one of the surgeon commanders R.N. 
who was retired before the normal period under the new 
regulations, and for whom the British Medical Association 
had obtained a certain measure of compensation from the 
Admiralty. The letter was in response to an invitation to 
join the Association which had been sent to all those senior 
surgeon commanders concerned who were not members. 
This officer said that as he had retired from the practice of 
his profession he did not propose to join, but would be glad 
to know if there was any other way in which he could show 
his appreciation of the Association’s efforts. The Medical 
Secretary, in thanking him for his letter, suggested that 
a subscription to the Royal Medical Benevolent Fund, paid 
through the Association, would be a very suitable way of 
showing his gratitude, and the officer at once responded 
with a subscription of £5, which will be forwarded in due 
course to the Secretary of the Fund. 


Assistant Medical Officer, Monmouthshire County Council. 

An advertisement will be found in our columns for an 
assistant medical officer for the Monmouthshire County 
Council at a commencing salary of £500 per annum, rising 
by annual increments of £25 to £750, the increments being, 
however, suspended up to and including September, 1925. 
It is necessary to point out to members, who may naturally 
wonder why an appointment with remuneration below the 
scale figure is inserted in the Journar, that the British 
Medical Association was party to an agreement with the 


‘ Monmouthshire County Council in respect to the salaries of 


its medical officers, and that this agreement does not expire 
till September of this year. After that time it is expected 


that the scale will be put in force in that county and the 


normal increments resumed. In the meantime the Asso- 
ciation cannot stand in the way of any member who desires 
to apply for this appointment. 


Assistant Tuberculosis Medical Officer, County Down. — 

The Down County Council is advertising in the Ulster 
lay press for an assistant tuberculosis officer at a salary 
of £450 per annum. This is, of course, £50 below the scale 
which has been recognized practically unanimously for a 
good many years on this side of the Irish Channel, and 
£150 below the present scale. The advertisement states 
that special importance will be attached to experience in’ 
the diagnosis and treatment of tuberculosis and in bacterio- 
logical work, and the possession of a Diploma in Public 
Health will be counted an additional qualification. It is 
time that local authorities began to realize that the salaries 
for these posts should have some closer relation to the 
demands made on these officers and to the very limited 
prospects to which, in the nature of things, most of them 
can look forward.

ORGANIZATION. 
Question of Individual Medical Defence. 
Motion: ‘hat the following Recommendation of Council 
‘SuppLement, April 11th, 1925, p. 148, para. 58) be adopted : 
That the Council be authorized to prepare a draft scheme on 
the basis of an annual subscription of £1, in order to ascertain 


the number of members who desire the initiation of such a 
scheme and would be prepared to join in its membership. 


Amendment by Guitprorp: That the Representative Body

(a) When notifying Membersof the Division of the adoption 
of such Resolution, in pursuance of these Rules, to request 
those Members who then hold Appointments of the kind in.

of one calendar month to terminate such Appointments in 
accordance with the terms of their engagement, or to secure 
such modifications of the terms or conditions of such Appoint- 
ments as shall be necessary Jor compliance with the Resolution, 
and no further action shall be taken upon the Resolution 
under these Rules with respect of such Member until the 
expiration of a period of one calendar month. 

(b) When bringivg such Resolution to the notice of any 
member of the profession residing within the area of the 
Division who is not a Member of the Association, in pur- 
suance of these Rules, to suggest to those practitioners who 
then hold Appointments of the kind in question, upon terms 
or under conditions inconsistent with the Resolution, the 
propriety of taking the necessary steps within a period of one 
calendar month to terminate such Appointments in accord- 
ance with the terms of their engagement, or of securing such 
pe pa of the terms or conditions of such Appointments as 
shall be necessary for compliance with the Resolution. 

If any practitioner sha'l within such period satisfy the 
Honorary Secretary of the Division that he has given such 
notice as is required under the terms of his engagement to 
terminate such Appointment, no further action shall be taken 
under these Rules with respect to such practitioner until the 
expiration of such notice. 

(ii) that Division-Branch and Branch Ethical Rule 6 be 
similarly so amended; and (iii) that all Divisions and

Meetings of Branches and Divisions. 


Care or Goop Horr (Eastern Province) Brancu. 
The Year's Work. 

Tue annual report of the Cape of Good Hope (Eastern Province) 
Branch for 1924 records that owing to the Branch having devoted 
its energies during the earlier part of the year to the organization 
of the nineteenth South African Medical Congress held in April, 
1924, only four general meetings and two Council meetings were 
held; in spite, however, of this the amount of work done was quite 
considerable. At the annual meeting in February, Dr. du Toit 
gave his presidential address on the changing conditions in medical 
practice during the past twenty years.

An address on haemorrhages in 
connexion with gastric and duodenal ulcers was delivered by Mr. 
G. Gorpon-Taytor, O.B.E., M.S., F.R.C.S. 
treatment of these haemorrhages gave bad results and transfusions 
of blood were necessary before surgery was undertaken. Acute 
haematemesis was primarily a medical case. There were two types 
—the acute and the chronic ulcer. The acute occurred largely in 
anaemic maidservants and waitresses. The mortality was 2 per cent. 
under medical and 10 per cent. under surgical treatment. The time 
to operate after a bad haemorrhage was forty-eight hours after 
it had ‘|= No operation should be done whilst bleeding was 
oing on. Salines, injections of calcium chloride and morphine should 

e given. Fifteen per cent. of chronic ulcers gave rise to haemor- 
rhage, and there was no tenderness. Bleeding was still more rare in 
duodenal ulcers. Cirrhosis of the liver, carcinoma of the stomach, 
and splenic leukaemia were common causes of gastric haemor- 
rhage. Transfusion of blood might be required on three or four 
occasions. Perforation and haemorrhage rarely occurred together. 
Gastro-jejunostomy was useless for haemorrhage; resection of the 
ulcer or cautery was required. There were two types of post- 
operative haemorrhage: (1) after gastro-jejunostomy; (2) after 
operations on other parts of the abdomen, as hernia, appendicitis, 
and septic conditions; the mortality was 55 to per cent. 
Morphine should be administered and 20 per cent. gelatin or horse 
serum. A tube should be put into the stomach and 8 oz. of water 
at 130° F. passed in; after one minute this should be siphoned out 
and the treatment repeated thrice. An ulcer that had once bled 
should be cut out. 

Drs. Beattie, Giicnrist, Gray, Wuite, THomMson, Bucnan, and 
HALiINnAN joined in the discussion, and a vote of thanks was passed 
to the lecturer. 

The Secretary reported the action taken by the Branch Council 
in relation to the resolution passed at the last meeting.

Tue twenty-seventh meeting of the Royal Commission on 
National Health Insurance was held at the Home Office, 
Whitehall, on May 7th, Lord Lawrence of Kingsgate in the 
chair.

Association by Dr. R. A. Bolam, Chairman of the Council; 
Dr. H. B. Brackenbury, Chairman of the Representative Body ; 
Dr. H. Guy Dain, Chairman of the Insurance Acts Committee ; 
Dr. Alfred Cox, Medical Secretary; and Mr. N. Bishop Harman, 
Honorary Treasurer. The following subjects were dealt with : 
The procedure for dealing with complaints against doctors, the 
work of medical institutions under Section 24 (4) of the Act, 
the need for a unified local health service and the administrative 
and financial arrangements in connexion therewith, and the 
arrangements for the additional treatment benefits. Dr. Stanley 
Hodgson, Chairman of the Salford Panel Committee, gave 
evidence on the Manchester and Salford method of payment 
of doctors on an attendance basis. Dr. Williams-lreeman, 
Chairman of the Hampshire Panel Committee, gave evidence 
on the peculiar conditions of rural areas. 

Evidence was given on behalf of the Medical Practitioners’ 
Union by Dr. Gordon Ward, Dr. Gregg, Dr. Welply, Mr. Charles 
Davis, and Mr. S. G. Davis on the various features of medical] 
benefit under the insurance scheme and proposals for extension 
of that service.

SUPPLEMENT TO THB

The CuamMan said that he thought, if the Minister made 
that statement, it must be correct. When the medical members 
of the Medical Service Subcommittee dissented from a finding 
their dissent was recorded in the report of the case. He had 
not the report before him, tut he imagined that this expression 
of dissent did not appear in these cases. ; 

Dr. Parrrince said that it did not follow that the medical 
members were in agreement with the majority of the subcom- 
mittee because their dissent was not recorded on the minutes. 
So to record it must be the subject of a a motion. 

Dr. BrackensBuRy pointed out that the Minister's statement 
in any case had reference to the original proceedings in the 
Medical Service Subcommittee. It was not with regard to the 
findings of that subcommittee that any complaint was made. 
Consequent upon a motion to remove a name from the panel 
an entirely new and different judicial procedure came into play, 
the result of which in this case was the acquittal of the accused. 
The complaint the profession made was that, in spite of the 
fact of acquittal, the Minister in his final judgement should 
have disregarded all that machinery, and on the strength of 
earlier proceedings inflicted fines. Therefore, whether the 
medical representatives did or did not acquiesce in the original 
findings, there was no justification for the action which the 
Minister subsequently took. 

It was resolved to send the expression of the Committee's 
dissatisfaction to the Minister and to the Insurance Acts 
Committee. 


Pharmacists’ Hours.—It was agreed to inform the London 
Pharmaceutical Committee that in order to obviate the present 
difficulty in the dispensing of urgent prescriptions after the 
elcsing hour of the pharmacists, the Committee considered it 
desirable that the late roster system which was suggested at con- 
ferences between representatives of the Panel —? armaceutical 
Committees in 1922 should be adopted by the pharmacists in each 
district of the London area. It was also resolved to bring to the 
nctice of medical practitioners the desirability of advancing evening 
surgery hours in cases in which this was compatible with the 
interests of patients and the convenience of the doctor.

The Liberties of the Profession. 

Sir,—Is it, as Dr. Brackenbury suggests, an unwritten rule 
in argument that the use of inverted commas should be confined 
strictly to the indication of actual verbatim quotations? They 
are often used to suggest speech, real or imaginary. When 
I spoke of Dr. Brackenbury’s warnings to the Conference that 
the right of appeal to the courts (from Ministerial decisions) 
would open up endless vistas of litigation, and wrote the words, 
‘**T want to make your flesh creep,’ he seemed to say. . .”, 
I really do not think anyone would te misled into thinking that 
those were literally the words he spoke. My object was to 
epitomize the consequences, as many of us see them, which flow 
from the position taken up by Dr. Brackenbury and_ the 
Evidence Committee—a position endorsed by a narrow majority 
by a Conference which had only a brief time to give to the 
consideration of this pregnant matter. 

Had the decision of the Minister in the diphtheria case been 
given before the Conference, can anyone doubt that the vote 


appeal should be made possible against the decision of the 
Minister to the courts of law? I hope that the minutes of 
evidence of our representatives at the Royal Commission will 
show that, as true statesmen, they have altered their evidence 
ia accordance with the new situation.

Nursing Homes (Registration) Bill. 

Sir,—You were enough to allow me, in the SuprpLeMEN1 
for May 2nd (p. 194), to draw the attention of the profession to 
this bill and its likely pernicious effect on all concerned in 
those cases where doctors received patients into their private 
houses. May I now draw attention to another aspect—that is, 
how it will affect the whole profession in regard to the question 
of professional secrecy? 

In accordance with Section 1 every nursing home, including 
a maternity home, will have to be registered or be closed down. 
If it is approved and registered, then under Section 5 the 
Minister of Health will issue regulations prescribing the 
registers to be kept and the particulars as regards patients 
(name, address, age, injury or disease, treatment given, 
result, comments, etc.). Also reports will have to be made to 
the Ministry. Under Section 8 these registers and reports will 
be reviewed by a medical officer of health or a State regis- 
tered nurse appointed for the purpose; with, no doubt, subse- 
quent inquiries, comments, and orders. Under Section 9, if, 
in order to observe professional secrecy—and these patients are 
mosily of the upper and middle classes—the doctors’ should 
refuse to keep these registers, or to allow them to be perused 
or criticized if kept, or to make the required reports, the 
Minister of Health can inflict on the proprietors of these homes 


consequential closing down of the home. 

Now, at the present moment these homes are voluntary; the 
patients enter voluntarily (mostly on the recommendation of 
their doctor) and pay for themselves; their medical attendants 
are voluntary, being selected by the patient. There is not 
a single vestige of State organization apparent in the whole 


scheme. Everywhere, with possibly the exception of London, 


would have been in favour of the Cheshire motion that an - 


heavy fines, with ultimate withdrawal of the licence and the , 
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these nursing and maternity homes are valued by all concerned, 
and those who conduct them are well known to and respected 
by our profession. 

Is the profession willing—through apathy, indifference, 
ignorance, or otherwise—to allow this bill to go through with- 
out drastic amendment, with its further invasion by the State 
of our professional secrecy? I have been informed that the 
Government itself is favourable to introducing in the autumn a 
wider bill which will include the present private member’s bill. 
All would wish undesirable homes to be closed down ; but surely 
this can be accomplished by other means. If, then, medical 
practitioners resent, on behalf of their patients and themselves, 
this further encroachment on their liberties and their standard 
of professional secrecy, may I urge them to acquaint their 
members of Parliament and the British Medical Association with 
their opinion in clear and unmistakable language ?—I am, etc.,
